Entire City a Mass of Devastation Today...Federal Troops on Guard 


-OVer the Wrecked Property—Want May Come Througii

. Baltimore, Feb. 9.—Fire Chief-Km- 
crlch at'nine, o'clock this morning 
stated that tlui great1 conflagration 
Is a thins of tho past. Thu city for 
the first time since Sunday morning 
seems to realize the magnitude,of the 
scourge. 
The weather has liccome 


cold and want faces the greater por- 
tion of fifty thousand persons who 
arc Idle. The losses are at present 
estimated at from 
$1CO,000,000 
"to 


$300,000,000. The Insurance covering 
this great loss Is but partial. The 
most sctlous fact Is that^ Baltimore's 
position 03 a commercial center has 
passed. It will be a long time before 
tho citizens can build up tradu again 
and tho other cities who have' been 
tho closest competitors will have cap- 
tured the majority of tho .trade- long 
before Baltlmoro Is rebuilt. 


The wlmfwa's' a great tactor In the 


progress of tho nYo. It shifted two or 
three times. Once It was thought that 
tho resldencq^sectlon would be Invad- 
ed. Then the wind 'changed again, 
and It was seen that the docks and 
the property along the west .side of 
Jones Falls to tho bay.would be lost.

Mikado Proposes to Occupy Soeul- as Base of

One of the many practical subjects 


In the- realm of railroad operation, 
which lias attracted tho attention of 
our technical schools. Is the llKhtl 
of tralnu. 
The Chicago. Milwaukee 


& St. Paul railway, which Is the pio- 
neer In the lighting of trains liy elec 
tricky, recently received an Inquiry 
upon thin subject from the Massachu 
setts -Institute of Technology, which 
upon being referred to the proper au- 
thorities has brought out some Inter 
eating Information. 


The 
lighting of trains by electric- 


Ity on this road was begun over six- 
teen years ago, and .during that time 
the managers have experimented with 
many different • systems. They have 
found, however, that the most suc- 
cessful, and without .doubt the most 
reliable and efficient system for solid 
trains. Is that In whjcli a dynamo IB 
operated by a small engine located 
In the baggage car and tatting steam 
from the locomotive. 
Each car of 


the train IB equipped with an auxiliary 
Htorago battery. Hy this means It IB 
made possible for tho lighting to con- 
tinue uninterrupted when locomotives 
am changed at terminals. 
The. St. Paul has nlno such trains 


In service every night, each train con' 
stating of an average of ten cars of 
all kinds. Chief Electrician C." R. Oil- 
man states that the failures from all 
causes have averaged about five per 
cent of the hours of lighting, and that 
four per cent'ls .diio.to thu failure of 
locomotives In severe cold weather. 


Altogether the St. Paul road has 


two hundred and elr.'.ity-threo • cars 


quipped for this method of lighting. 


There are ono hundred and forty-six 
coaches, sixty sleepers, twenty-three 
mall cars, twelve dining.' 
nineteen 


baggage, eighteen parlor and five buf- 
fet cars. In addition to this number 
the. company has eight coaches and 
nlno ' sleepers which arc lighted en 
tlrely by storage batteries. The clcc-

convenience and safety.

of electric lighting on trains, tho .lan- 
gor of fire In'cane "of'wreck, la great- 
ly diminished.''
